As of ioveimbor 6, 1942, approximately 1,400 Anerican 
citizens wero residing in Syria and tho Lebanon. Of these 
about 950 aro native born. This figure includes approxi- 
mately 550 minor children of naturalized American citizens 
and aliens, and udout 200 native born American citizens 
over 21 yoars of are of alien and naturalized parents. 
Theso latter are not entitled to protection. Of the native 
born citizens 395 are currently registered. There are about 
450 naturalizod Americans of whom only 35 are currently 


registered. 
TRADE RELATIONS 


Since 1938 no trade statistics have been availablo. 
Figures for that year, the last "normal" period, were 
included in the "Survey of American Interests in Syria" 
dated September 10, 1940. 


Imports from the United States for civilian use are 
practically non-oxistent. Some automobile spare parts and 
accessories have been imported but all have been taken 
over for military purposes. 


Exports to thy United States from Syria and the 
Lebanon for the first nine months of 1942 have maintained 
the same level as in 1941, consular invoices for a total 
of $2,890,323 having been certified at the Consulate 
General. Tho principal items making up this total are 
(1) wool, $979,997; (2) tobacco $1,068,210; (3) sausage 
casings, $78,999; (4) miscellanoous, $263,117. Most of 
these shipments, however, were made in the early part of 
the year and exports to the United States haye practically 
Ceased at this date. This is due to the preclusive 
purchases of the United Kingdom Commercial Corporation as 
Part of the economic warfare program. It is probable that 
shipments to the United States from this territory will 
henceforth result from the United Kingdom Comnercial 
Corporation's desire to move goods away from this area 
father than from a normal export movement.

Iraq Petroleum Company, Limited Beirut. Thi : , 
is incorpora tod in mgiland, but Anericans hold 23 BU cere ne 
of the capital stock. The value of their investment in the 
gmpany's Syrian and Lebanese holdings is estimated at 
$4,000,000. One Anerican citizen is cmployed by the company 
in this area, there bein; avout 196 employees in all. The 
eoapany's pipeline to Tripoli functions irregularly inasmuch 
ss its sole function is to keep the plant in Tripoli supplied 
ith crude oil. At present no petroleum products are being 
exported from the country. 


Socony-Vacuum Of1 Company, incorporated, Boirut. This 
company is a branch o e Near kag vision of Socony- 


yacuun O11 Company, Incorporated, New York, with head office 
in New York. This branch is authorized to gell petroleum 
products in the Levant States. At Beirut the company maintains 
aplant for tho ethylization of gasolines and a company-owned 
and oporated servicc station; it also has storare plants with 
capacitios of 25,418 motric wator tons at Betrut and $76 

metric wator tons at Damascus. Sales of various pe troloum 
products for consumption in these territories amount in normal 
tines to approximately 40,000 metric tons per annum, or about 
421/2 percent of the total trade. ‘Tho company's head office 
{s unwilling to reveal the value of its investments in Syria 
and the Lebanon; howevor, the total capital investment is 
oatimated at about $2,000,000. There are 125 pexmnanont 
eployees, one of whom is an American citizen (the manager). 
Tho company also maintains a sales organization of 130 agents, 
selling on a comnission basis. 


Singor Sewing Machine Company, Beirut. This is a branch 
of the Singer cowiny, Rachine CoMDaty, Lis Broadway, Now York 
City. Ordinarily the supplies for this territory are sent 
from Great britain and are distributed throughout the country 
by ton agencies. Payments for merchandise sold are made to 
the Bank of Scotland for the account of the Singer Manufactur- 
ing Company. The activitics of this company have been vory 
greatly reduced because of war conditions, although 33 salaried 
employees are still maintained here, among whom there are no 
American citizens. The company owns no real property in the 
Levant States. 


MacAndrews and Forbes Company, Aleppo. ‘his American 


company, whose head office is at 200 Fifth Avenuc, New York, 
{8s an exporter of licorice root from Syria.e Property valued 
at $10,500 is owned by it in this country. It has in the 
bast exported considerable amounts of licorice root, but in 
1941 exported none at all. Hope was expressed by tho manage- 
ment that shipments valued at about $120,000 would be made 
during the present calendar year, but there is nothing to 
indicate that this hope will be fulfilled. The company also 
represents Chovrolot autbmobiles and trucks in Northern Syria. 
t employe no Amorican citizens and the manager, a Britisher, 
Tesides at Alexandretta, Turkey. 


United States Rubvor isxport Compan Ltd., Beirut. This 
{8 a branch of the American company of the same name with head 
offices at 1790 Broadway New York. ‘This branch deals mainly 
thpes but also handles other kinds of rubber goods manu- 
factured by the company in the United States. However, it

supplies and the impossibility of obtaining ruvier products 
at the preset time trom tic united States. lo real property

Ibrahim isber Ul-Khouri and Sons, Beirut. Several Aner-

py this firm, which is a distributor of radios and Stine = 
products. Two of the three partners are native-born Aner- 
ican citizens, one of whom, the manarer, is now in the 
United States. Real estato valued at $35,000 is owned by 
the firm and ‘ts capital is estimated at $30,000. It — 
employs no Americar citizons. 


John Ne Gormack, uxporter, Aleppo. This American 
company, with head office at 1346 East Vernon Highway, 
Detroit, Michigan, 1s an exportcr of food products, mainly 
pistachio nuts. No Anerican citizens are employed in the 
Aleppo branch, but the manavor informs the Consulate Ceneral 
that the company has a working capital of about $4,000 in 
this country, whils the inventory 42 valued at about $7,000. 
Xo shipmonts have been made in the current calendar ycar. 


The Zenobia Company, Incorporated, Aleppo. This is 


a branch of the cenobia Company, Incorporated, of 165-167 
Hudson Strect, New York City, and 1s engaged in the purchase 
of pistachto nuts for shipment to the United States. Busi- 
ness 18 now at a standstill; no shipmonts are contemplated 
in the immediate future. The firm owns equipment in Syria 
valued at §2,500. The manager is the only American cLtizen 
on the staff which is now reduced to two persons. 


American Pistachio Corporation, Aleppo. Talis firm is 


a branch of the company of the same nance located at 111 Reade 
Street, New York City, and is engaged in the purchase and 
shipnent of pistachio nuts on orders fron the New York office. 
The company owns no real property in Syria and maintains no 
bank balances neree One native born American citizen is on 
the Staff of the Syrian branch. 


AMsRICAN :DUCATIONAL AND PHILANTHROPIC INSTITUTIONS 


Anorican University of Beirut, Beirute This institution 
of advanced learning was founded in 1866 and follows in 
general Ansyican methods of education. It is chartered under 
the laws of the State of New York and reports annually to the 
New York Board of Regents. The book value of its property, 
a8 reported by New York auditors as of June 50, 1959, was: 
real estate, buildings, and oquipment, $1,895,710; and 
endowment fund principal $5,304,972.41. The value of property 
omed by Amcricans comected with the University is ostimated 
at $120,000. In the 1941-42 academic year, there were 2,272 
students, 01 whom 56 were American citizens. There are 194 
Professors and teachers, of whom 17 are American citizens; 
and 89 members of tho administrative staff (including 
technicians, vraduate nurses and others) of whom 6 are Amer- 


{ean citizens. 


The University consists of, and tho foregoing statistics 
include, the International College (an elementary school), 
the School of Arts and Sciences, and the Schools of Medicine, 

macy and Nursing, as well as a hospital and out-patient 
clinics. In the academic year 1940-41 the hospital treated 
5,169 patients; the out-patient clinics 20,129.
